Loyola Administration Defied 
by Student President Nouvet 

MONTREAL (CUP)-- A meet- 
ing of the Loyola College senate 
degenerated Into pandemonium 
Thursday November 6, as the 
college's administration called 
police onto the campus to eject 
student president Marcel Nouvet. 

But an angry group of more than 
50 students, crowded-outsidethe 
senate room, blockingpoUce at- 
tempts to carry the handcuffed 
president out of the building. 

Loyola offlcials, trapped In the 
meeting, Anally agreed tocall off 
the police IfNouvet dispersed the 
crowd and stayed off campus until 
Friday November 7. 

The Grotesque scenario began 
as dean of shidents Roderick 
Shearer accused Nouvet ot dls- 
uptlng the meeting, called to de- 
fend a clampdown on protest in 
support of dismissed physics 
professor S.A, Santhanam. The 
Loyola administration issued the 
dictum Wednesday November 5, 
after Santhanam refused an ad- 
ministration offer §10,000 to lea- 
ve the campus. 

From a gallery seat, Nouvet 

. angered senators by Interrupting 

their debate, and refused to lea- 



ve the meeting at the demand of 
administration president Patrick 
Malone. 

The police grabbed Nouvet 
who was linked arm-in-arm with 
his brother and ids mother, Loy- 
ola professor Margaret Ander- 
son—and hauled him to the door 
in handcuffs amid rapidly- 
growing chaos. 

But students outside the cham- 
bers, screaming tor Nouvet's re- 
lease, would not let police take 
him to their cars. Andlnsldethe 
senate meeting faculty and stu- 
dents Implored Shearer to with- 
draw the police. 

After 20 minutes of conftislon, 
the dean of students agreed to set 
Nouvet free and promised that no 
charges would be laid against 
him. 

By the time things settle down, 
three senators had walked out ot 
the meeting, and several profes- 
sors have since Indicated they 
will resign from the body over 
the Incident. 

Nouvet, in deOance of last Wed- 
nesday's prohibition against pro- 
has called a mass meeting ot 
students for November 12. 



"The Paper" is the Joint pu- 
blication of the Sir George and 
Loyola College evening student 
associations. 

"Under no circumstances will 
Sir George Vi^lliams tolerate the 
spread ofraclsm/'O'Brlansald, 
adding that, under current regu- 
l^ons, the evening students' as- 
sociation did not maintain edito- 
rial control over "the Paper'. 

Tne ESA must accept respon- 
sibility for, and exercise autho- 
rity over,j*':<iiiViibUcatlon issued 
under ftS^iuSfftutiS, O'Brlan said. 
Appearance of the cartoon Mon- 
day threw the Sir George cam- 
pus into'an uproar— the edition 
of "The Paper" was publicly 
burned and editor Wayne Gray 
was charged with libel bya-yiiiii 
of 3B faculty and students u.idur 
a newly-created disciplinary 
code. 

The cartooo which caused the 
furor depicted two blacks— one 
carrying a machine gun—prepa- 
ring to attend a Black Shidles 
program at Sir George. The two 
were surrounded by skulls, 
shrunkened heads anil pennants 
reading "Mau Mau Tech" 

Tlie name of the cartoonist is 
not yet known. 

Suspension of "The Paper" will 
remain in effect until ESA repre- 
sentatives "accept such respon- 
sibility and authority" over the 
publication, according to O'Brlan.

Don would also 
like to see that a report of sena- 
te activities be submitted to La- 
mbda, so that the students could 
be Informed. He stated that he 
felt responsible to the students 



since they elected him and that 
he would like to hear their sug- 
gestions, complaints and com- 
ments. Gerrlsh will be availa-

Ike Llndenburger felt that his 
primaiv /ujectlve would be to 
learn what the thoughts of the 
senate are in relation to theshi- 
dent bofl!'. He felt that It was a 
necessity to familiarize himself 
with the senate so that he and 
the other student senators could 
communicate with the restof the 
senate on their level. 
Llndenburger also stated that he 
wished to find out the changes 
students wished pertalnging to 
academlr. matter. Ike encoura- 
ges fellow students to discuss 
any matters with htm and the 
rest of the student senators. 



S.G.A. Reps to meet with 
board on budget proposals 



At a General Meeting of thQ S. 
G.A. Council, last Thursday Nov. 
13 it was decided to "throw the 
ball back to the board" as faras 
the situation regarding the Bud- 
gel Committee was concerned. 
It was reported that the ExecuU- 
ve Committee of the Board would 
consider the proposal of theS.G. 
A. (presented in a motion of No- 
vember 5,) but that they (the Exe- 
cutive Committee) would not be 
able to meet until the night ofthe 
General Meeting Nov. 13. It was 
proposed by Pierre Fortln thai a 
meeting be requested between the 
Executive Committee and the e- 
lected student representatives in 
the Board and Finance Commit- 
tee, it was stated that "this would 



show them that we can use their 
channels, that we do indeed have 
a strong case , and that we can 
beat them on their own grounds". 
A refusal either to meet with 
or to consider seriously thepro- 
posals of these representatives 
would show that the Executive 
Committee was not seriously in- 
terested In the welfare ot the U- 
nlvcrslty, and would give the stu- 
dent body a solid basis foracUon 
As was stated by Plerre"evenif 
they reftisei wo will win!" Amo- 
tion to this effect, enabling Pier- 
re to arrange a meeting before 
November IB, was passed by the 
less than fifty students who at- 
tended this very important mee- 
ting. 



Simon Fraser PSA Strike Ends 



BURNABY (CUP)— The strike 
at Simon Fraser University is a- 
ver, but the trlbulatlonsoffacul- 
ty and students In thedepartment 
of political science, sociology 
and anthropology may have Just 
begun. 

Approximately 150 PSA stri- 
kers voted Tuesday November 4 
to end their confrontation with 
the SFU administration, 41 days 
after administration president 
Kenneth Strand forced the con- 
flict over restoration of autono- 
my to the only department in 
Canada whicti hadinstltutedcom- 
plete student parity. 
' Afler the vote to end the strike 
the eight faculty offered to help 
students catch up In their work- 
provided it did not violate sus- 
pension regulations Imposed on 



them two weeks after the strike 
began. 

But SFU arts dean Dale Sulli- 
van reminded the strikers Wed- 
nesday of the academic senate 
decision Octobers, cancelllngcll 
but one PSA class taught by sus- 
pended faculty. 

Students who did not transfer 
to special courses In other uni- 
versity departments— and there- 
by desert the strike— will not 
receive academic credit for their 
work this semester. 

But the professors were told 
by Sullivan Wednesday they can 
"teach anything they want— It is 
unofflclaL" 

Three of the professors are 
still under a court injunction Is- 
sued October 24 forbidding the 
profs to "obstruct any campus 



facility." 

Some of the PSA studentshave 
carried on studies since the be- 
ginning of the strike anyway— in 
counter courses set up to "pro- 
vide an alternative to Strand's 
university." 

"The irony of It Is that some 
of us are working harder on the 
counter course than we would ha- 
ve on the orginal," said profes- 
sor Nathan Popldn, whose class 
has carried on a survey ofCana- 
dian attitudes toward their Cana- 
dian identity and toward foreign 
economic influences. 

'' Weare doing somethingwe are 
really Interested in," he said. 

When the survey questionnaire 
is prepared, Popkln and his stu- 
dents will send letters toall stu- 
dents enrolled in Popkln's ori- 



ginal course, Inviting them toald 
in the survey work. 

Popkln said his seven striking 
colleagues still face hearings In- 
to their suspensions by a com- 
mittee of the SFU board ofgo- 
vernors, and also face simulta- 
neous dismissal proceedings. 

The hearings are set to begin 
November 17, over objections 
that board chairman Richard 
Lester has prejudged their cas- 
es. 

Presumably, theendofthePSA 
strike will also mean the end of 
the student-parity arrangements 
which Inspired the original ad- 
ministrative clampdown on the 
department last summer. 

The administration refused to 
accept tenure recommendations 



made by the parity student-fa- 
culty committee In the PSA de- 
partment, and used its own tenu- 
re committee to demote, Are or 
place PSA professors on proba- 
tion. 

Students and faculty in the de- 
partment demanded that Strand 
and the administration at least 
begin negotiations to reverse the 
decisions and remove the admi- 
nistrative trusteeship imposed 
prior to the tenure reversals. 

Strand's continued refusal 
forced the strike, which at Its 
peak was supported by students 
In history, English and Philogo- 
phy, with vocal support from 
other university departments at 
Simon Fraser and across the 
country.

Seve- 
ral professors have already vol* 
eed their willingness to partici^ 
pate. 



The group had Its first meeting 
on Friday November 7, the topic 
of discussion at that meeting was 
Essay Writing* Mr.JaclcDardlck 
director of the Psychological 
Counselling ServlcOi andProfes-^ 
sor Wallace of the English De- 
partment filled In as '^resource 
people/' The students were con-> 
cemed about the tact that since 
they have been out of school for 
some time they have less eipe-^ 
rience with anemic procedu-* 
res than those who have Just co- 
me out ot grade 23. Concern was 
also voiced about second and 
third year students marking es- 
says for thelrprofessors. There 
was a feeling of frustration about 
the bet that the professors are 
ofien not clear about what they 
desire In their essays.

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Ten injured in M-IT- demonstration 

CAMBRIDGE^ Uass*(CUPI)— Ten students were Injured and one was 
arrested Thursday November 6 as demonstrators tried for the third 
day to block the doors of a Massachusetts Institute of Technology la- 
boratory where guidance systems for submarine missiles are betn; 
developed* 

About 350 demonstrators took part In the actioQ and were met fay 
200 police, most without badges. Another 40 police and four dogs 
stood by- 

2000 police clear Japanese university 

TOKYO (cnFI)-*Approzlmately 2,000 riot police ended a four-mootti 
student occupation on the campus of Hokkaido University Sunday No* 
vember 9 as they used tear gas and water hoses to drive out students 
In a six-hour battle. 

Approximately 1,000 students were Involved in the Sghtlng: 32 were 
arrested. 

Students have prevented classes being held In one building since 
June 28, as they demanded a greater voice in the university's adminls- 
traUCHU Their occupation was part of a national student campaign to 
achieve the same goals* Police said 28 universities and colleges in 
Japan are still blockaded by students, and 33 more were freed of tiar- 
rlcades during ^gust after special legislation gave school authorities 
special powers to deal with dlsturtsances* 

Students Overturn Residence Rules 

HALIFAX (CUP)-- Students In residence at St* Mary's University 
defied their administration Monday Novemtwr 3 by voting to abolish 
residence curfews and regulations prohibiting visits between male and 
female dwellings* 

Instead, tbe students Intend to substitute rules prohibiting prcverty - 
damage and inconvenience to other students^ and determine curfews 
and visiting hours on their own* 

The residence students aw^oved the action by 499 to 14 alter peti- 
tions to the administration &iled to bring any response* 

Female students particularly objected to a midnight curfew on their 
activities, but their 'complaints didn't bother associate dean of women 
Irene Hayes who said she was instrumental in creating the curfew and 
didn't Intend to change her position. 

After making their decision, students held a symbolic '^rule-brea- 
klng", criss-crossing between the sexually-segregated residences. 

Windsor U.S. Controlled 

WINDSOR (CUP)"Canfldlan university students are "exttes In their 
own land/' according to a report released Monday November 10 by 
three graduate students at the University of Windsor. 

In the first half of a report on the **de-Canadlanizadon of our uni- 
versities/' the trio— WUliam House, 21, Robert fclacRae, 22, and Ro- 
bert Reynolds," 23 -charge that Windsor Is being taken over by Ame- 
rican ideas and teachers, 
Stresslngthatde-Canadianizatton'Msnot anatloDallstlc term, that 

is "Is not to be equated with the large invasion of American profes- 
sors/' their 12-page report analyzes the problems created by a lack 
of Canadian content and teachers. 

Their findings will go to a Committee on de-Canadlanization of the 
Universities, organized, by Carletm University professors James 
Steele and RoUn Matthews* 

Sask, businessnnan slugs candidate 

SASKATOON (CUPV-A University of Saskatchewan staident has laid 
assault charges against a Saskatoon Board of Trade commissioner for 
an incident which took place at a dinner for local election i:andidates 

October 29. 

Richard Thompson^ a Saskatoon aldermanlc candidate supported by 
the Committee lor a Socialist Movement, said he was struck on the 
shoulder and head by commissioner Bert Salloum during the board of 
trade's civic night—an annual "meet the candidate" dinner beld during 

local elections. ,. ^ 

Thompson was cme of seven CSM candidates for dty council and 
school board. The CSM is aprovincial movement of Saskatchewan left- 
ists who see the need for organizing at the community levp. It Inclu- 
des f^mers, students, workers and professionals* 

S.G.W. defendants remanded 

MONTREAL {CUP)-The long wait by defendants charged In connec- 
tion with the computer burning at Sir George WUUams University last 
February will continue for at least another 66 days. „ - _„ 

The names oflO defendants appeared oo the rolls before Mr. Justice 
Lmace J* Dedaurlers In Mootrfial court Monday November 3, only to 
te put over to the next term of the court of Queen*6 Bench which win 
start* January 7, 196^ and run through January and February. 

The 70 defendants form the major bloc of the 89 students arrested 
February 11 and charged with 363 crimes ranging firom coofiplracy to 
commit arson to property damage* 

Their history since thenhas been one of waits: preliminary hearings 
Into the incident did not begin tor 76 of the accused untU April 14; 
eight others did not (hce preUmlnary hearing untU March S, 
And In the interim, Ihemalority of the defendants were reftised baU 
twice befbre It was finally granted February 18; seven others were not 
granted ball until March 5. . .

Thursday November 6 over the 
incident* Carl Benjamin, a spo- 
kesman for blatk students at Sir 
George, read statements of sup* 
port for the black communltyp 
and said he hoped the Issue could 
be used to rally support behind 
students arrested following the 
destruction of the Sir George 
computer last February^ 

The defendants in the compu* 
ter affair will begin court appea- 
rances sometime after January. 
Sentimait is strong among 
blacks at McGUl and Sir George 
that the issue of racism, which 
originally sparked last February 
incident, was never Investigated* 
The question ofraci&m»tbeysay, 
was merely Ignored during the 
hysteria which arose after des- 
truction of tbe computer*
